THE FRIENDS IN RUSSIA. 
The American Friends’ Service Committee is raising $5,- 
000,000 to continue relief work in Russia. H e r b e r t Hoover has 
endorsed the campaign and the American Red Cross repre­ 
sentative in Russia is helping in the consolidation ot work to­ 
ward this end in about 40 different cit ii s. 
The American Relief Administration feeds about 1,000,- 
000 children. The Friends’ organization will give aid to adults 
as well as children. On Thanks giving Day a "Russian Dinner” 
was held in New York City. The food served duplicated the 
daily rations given out to Russian children— a bowl of soup 
and a piece of bread. 
There has been a distinct change in the popular attitude 
toward Russia lately. The feeling of disappointment and dis­ 
gust at the way affairs in that striken country have been j gt 
fh< 
going is now being replaced by one of sympathy and un d er-, ui^ ^ uke 
standing of the people themselves and of the problems they 
have had to face since the very beginning of the war. This 
kindlier feeling should be translated into generous gifts to 
help in the relief work.

It is true that times have been hard in this country. By 
comparison with Russia, however, the great majority of Am­ 
ericans are verv well off. Thousands of them can afford to 
contribute to this simple humanitarian relief work. It is not to 
help Lenine and Trotzky It is to help men and women and lit­ 
tle children who, through no fault of their own, are suffering 
cold and starvation.

LIMITING AGGRESSIVE ARMAMENTS 
If battleships alone were to be scrapped, the naval 
powers represented at W ashington might be suspected of ac t- 
ing from expediency more than idealism. There is growing 
distrust of dreadnaughts as war weapons. They accomplished 
little during the big war, compared with cruisers, submarines 
and other light craft. They have been proved vulnerable to 
air bombs. There is a general feeling that as fighting machines 
they’ are not worth what they* cost, and that if there ait* 
ware hereafter, the submarine and the airplane will play a 
far bigger part. 
Nevertheless it is pretty convincing when tho powers j 
agree to scrap all their new battleships, embodying the les-; 
sons learned during the war and since; and it is still more so . 
when they agree to give up the fast battle-cruisere and the 
big submarines of great cruising radius and to limit severely' 
the tonnage of plane-carrying ships. 
All of this means that the powers are trying to limit the 
modern nav>’’s capacity’ for aggression and leaving to each 
country only' such fighting craft as will suffice, in the opin­ 
ion of the conference, for honest self-protection.
